Gen. Vic- 
tor Corpus as chair of the govern- 
mentowned Natural Resources 
Development Corp. (NRDC), a 
position that would make him 
"principal overseer of all refor- 
estation programs of the govern- 
ment nationwide."

THE OMBUDSMAN and Special Prose- 
cutor yesterday moved swiftly to pre- 
vent the departure of ousted Presi- 
dent Estrada for Hong Kong even as

ganbayan to modify its order and al- 
low Estrada to extend his medical stay 
in Hong Kong beyond Dec. 12. 
Ombudsman Simeon Marcelo yesterday 
said he would ask the Sandiganbayan special 
division not to immediately implement its or- 
der allowing Estrada to go abroad, saying his

office was entitled to file a motion for recon- 
sideration. 

Special Prosecutor Dennis Villalgnacio 
was expected yesterday to file a manifestation 
before the court to appeal the decision. 

“There should not be special treatment for 
certain detained prisoners. And theres al- 
ways the possibility of flight,” said Marcelo, 
adding that court rules do not allow that kind 
of trip for Estrada who is being tried for the 
capital offense of plunder. 

Marcelo said the prosecution has already 
proven that Estrada could very well have his 
knee surgery here as the country’s top hospi- 
tal has excellent facilities and “very compe- 
tent doctors.” 

“So there's really no reason for the surgery 
to be done abroad. 1 hope they won't allow 
him to leave," he said. 

Voting 4 o 1, the anti-graft courts special di- 
vision late Wednesday approved a resolution al 
lowing Estrada to travel to Hong Kong to have a 
knee replacement operation. He is allowed to 
stay there for 20 days, from Nov. 22 to Dec. 12, 
the dates that his lawyers originally requested. 

But in a telephone interview, Jay Flamini- 
ano, one of Estrada's lawyers, said they are 
considering asking the court to “modify” its 
order as the time given was “too short for an 
operation.” 


Out of Hong Kong 

Ferdie Ramos, Estrada's media coordinator, 
said the problem was that Estrada's American 
doctor, Christoper Mow, who isto perform the 
operation, has left Hong Kong and returned to 
the US. 

Mow had gone to Hong Kong in Novem! 
to await the arrival of Estrada, who was origi- 
nally scheduled for operation at the Hong 
Kong Adventist Hospital last Nov. 4. 

But with the Sandiganbayan failing to ар- 
prove the travel petition on time, Ramos said 
anew date has to be set for the operation. 

"The schedule for ће operation will all de- 
pend on the schedule of Dr. Mow," Ramos said. 

Estrada was yesterday issued а regular 
passport, valid for a year, by the Department 
of Foreign Affairs. 

Foreign affairs spokesperson Gilberto 
Asuque said Estrada had made the request for 
а passport “just recently" 

Malacafiang welcomed the Sandiganbayan 
decision allowing Estrada to leave. 

“We have always supported humanitarian 
treatment for the former President and we wel- 
come the decision of the Sandiganbayan," Press 
Secretary Ignacio Bunye said ina statement. 

Ms Arroyo has extended "humanitarian" 
gestures to Estrada, from advocating house 
arrest for him to giving him two golf carts so 
he could move around in his Tanay, Rizal es- 
tate where he is under house arrest. 


‘Mirror of oppression’ 

The President recognized that Estrada still 
commanded the loyalty of the Filipino masses 
because they see in his condition a “mirror of 
thelr own oppression.” 

The Sandiganbayan previously allowed 
Estrada to be detained at his lavish vacation 
estate instead of a regular detention center. 

On Dec. 23, 2003, the court granted Estra- 
da's request to undergo knee surgery in the 
United States. But Estrada, who claimed he 
risked paralysis ifhe did not undergo the pro- 
cedure, allowed the three-month medical fur- 
lough to lapse. He said the US Embassy re- 
fused to give him a visa and that he found the 
$1 million cost of the US operation too high. 

"This time, Mow is charging only $55,000 in 
“estimated professional fees,” Estrada's aides said. 

According to а leter from Jeremy Low of the 
HK Adventist Hospital, Estrada's hospital bill has 
been set at $57,868 "for 18 days’ hospital stay” 

His private room at the hospital would cost 
5370 per night, and an apartment near the 
hospital, $154 per night. 

In approving Estrada's petition, the four asso- 
ciate justices Teresa Leonardo-De Castro, Fran- 
cisco Villaruz, Efren de la Cruz and Teresita Diaz- 
Baldos—said they were adhering to the same 
reasons cited in the 2003 resolution, which they

“Baseless' petition 

Presiding Justice Edilberto Sandoval, who 
also objected to the first travel permit, was 
the lone dissenter, arguing that Estrada's peti- 
tion was “baseless.” 

Sandoval warned that the decision “would 
open a floodgate of petitions for the same re- 
lief ай over the country from other accused 
similarly or better situated,” 

The court order stipulated that the 67-year- 
old Estrada post a Pl-million bond and sub- 
mita personal undertaking that he recognizes 
the courts authority over him and that he will 
return to Manila after the surgery. 

Ie also said that during the 20 days in Hong 
Kong Estrada remain confined at the Hong Kong 
‘Adventist Hospital “and not at any other place.”

Weather 10! 


IS A WEATHER disturbance а tropical 
storm, depression, typhoon or a cyclone? 

Cyclone is the generic term which refers 
toa relatively small, intensely developed 
low pressure cel. 

‘Combined with the tendency to drift side- 
ways because of the earth's rotation, winds 
spin inward (like а circle) in а counterclock- 
wise direction in the Northern Hemisphere 
and in a clockwise directlon in the Southern 
Hemisphere. 

‘When this low pressure system is 
formed in the tropics, itis called a tropical 
cyclone. Outside of the tropics, itis called 
extratropical cyclone. 

Bagyols the current name in the Philip- 
pines for a tropical cyclone. Tropical су- 
clones are also called hurricanes, tropical 
depressions, tropical storms and typhoons 
depending upon intensity 

A tropical cyclone that has matured toa 
severe intensity в called a hurricane when 
it occurs In the Atlantic Ocean or adjacent 
seas. 

It is called a typhoon when it occurs 
in the Pacific Ocean area, the China Sea 
or adjacent seas; a willy-nilly around 
Australia; or simply a cyclone or tropical 
‘cyclone when it occurs in the Indian 
Ocean region, 

Pagasa says a tropical cyclone is a ty- 
phoon if it has winds that exceed 118 
kph. Its a super typhoon If it carries 
winds of more than 185 km per hour (or 
Storm Signal No. 4, see below). Less in- 
tense than typhoons are tropical dapres- 
sions and storms. 

‘An encyclopedia defines a storm as а 
marked disturbance in the normal state 
ofthe atmosphere with strong winds as 
its most prominent characteristic. It 
says that itis also used for other types. 
of weather disturbance, including thun- 
derstorms, rainstorms, sand storms, 
etc. 

‘But what Pagasa calls a storm s a tropi- 
cal cyclone that packs winds of 64 to 118 
kph. Less intense than a storm Is called a 
tropical depression, which has winds that 
do not exceed 63 kph. 

Tropical depressions are most common 
in the region of the equatorial or intertropi- 
cal convergence zones. 

‘The intertropical convergence zone, а 
term often used in Pagasa weather bul- 
letins, refers to the axis or the dividing 
line of two belts of wind from the North- 
ern Hemisphere and the Southern Hemi- 
sphere, which are blowing constantly as 
they move toward the equator from the 
eastern side. 

Other terms that refer ta weather distur- 
bbances include: 

‘Thunderstorm: Weather disturbance that 
produces thunder and lightning aside from 
Wind and rain. 

Tornado: A violently rotating column 
of alr that reaches from the base of a 
cloud to the ground (in funnel shape) 
and made visible by condensation and 
debris. In other areas itis called a vio- 
lent thundersquall. The diameter of a 


the rotating winds may attain velocities. 
of 320 to 480 kph. A tornado Із usually 
accompanied by thunder, lightning, 
heavy rain, and a loud “freight train" 
noise. 

Although tornadoes have occurred on 
every continent excapt Antarctica, they 
are most common In the United States, 
especially In what Ів known as Tornado 
Alley, which is usually understood to in- 
clude the plains from north central 
Texas, north to the Dakotas, with the 
peak frequency located in Oklahoma.

cent storms. But with the sheer number of 
people in need, it is now seeking foreign aid. 

“The International Red Cross community 
will listen when we say we are announcing ап 
international request for assistance,” Gordon 
said. 

Spain was among the first to heed the PN- 
RCS call. It donated P4.2 million worth of re- 
lief goods, which would soon be distributed to 
families in Central and Southern Luzon and 
the Bicol region. 

“Spain is in shock over the tragic news in 
the Philippines. The King (Juan Carlos) has 
sent a message to President Macapagal-Ar- 
тоуо expressing his condolences, sympathy 
and solidarity” said Spanish Ambassador Ig- 
nacio Sagaz. 

Gordon said the International Federation 
ofthe Red Cross had given P2.2 million worth 
of relief assistance, and private companies a 
pledge of P2.5 million in cash. 


Reorientation 

Gordon said the hard-hit towns in Quezon 
were still inaccessible. 

“Right now, we'll just have to sit and wait 
until the typhoon is finished, and hopefully, 
the weather clears, hopefully, the seas calm 
down a bit, so we can send immediately relief 
supplies,” he said. 

The senator also called for a “reorienta- 
tion” in the way the government was han- 
dling disasters. While saying that he was not 
finger-pointing, he said the government 
could do better than just providing assistance 
every time a calamity hit. 

“Tm not going to say this is a wake-up сай 
because we've already had nightmares and 
we were never roused. Here we are seeing a 
phenomenon where we are being made to 
pay for our rapacity of Mother Nature. We can 
prevent this,” he said. 

Later in an interview, Gordon said: “We 
have always been reactive. Now let us be 
proactive. Government should initiate 
programs to tell us, based on the geology 
of certain areas that have been logged 
over, are these places safe, can we move 
these people out, or if we cannot move 
them, can we have a protocol on how to 
tell them that when it rains, we have to 
move out?" 


Crisis management 

An ad hoc crisis management task force has 
been put up in Manila to assist the displaced 
families, the United Nations said. 

The UN Office for the Coordination of 
Humanitarian Affairs (Ocha) and the UN 
Children’s Fund have pledged emergency 
funds, while the UN Development Pro- 
gram has requested a further grant of 
$100,000. 

“Many people have been stranded on 
rooftops, and Ocha reported that rubber 
boats, tents, food and drinking water were 
urgently needed,” the UN said in a state- 
ment. 

The US Embassy announced that it would 
grant the PNRC $100,000 to address the im- 
mediate needs of the victims. 

“The United States and the American Em- 
assy in Manila are very concerned for the 
welfare of the people who are suffering from 
these natural disasters,” US press attaché 
Karen Kelley said in а statement. 

"We continue to be in communication with 
the Philippine government to determine how 
we can best assist the people of the Philip- 
pines," she said.

Mayors get 
P1-M advance 
from IRA

PRESIDENT Macapagal-Arroyo yesterday 
gave some town mayors an early Christmas 
present—PI million apiece—in the form of an 
advance of their Internal Revenue Allotment 
(IRA) for 2005, 

‘The Р1 million, however, would only go to 
mayors who had earlier offered to forgo half of 
the 10-percent increase in their IRAs to help the 
government overcome its financial problems. 

President Arroyo thanked the mayors in a 
speech she delivered at the 14th general as- 
sembly of the League of Municipalities of the 
Philippines at the Manila Hotel yesterday. 

“This [was] purely voluntary, but for those 
who [would] help us in this way, in rerum you 
will get a release of P1 million of the 2005 
IRA,’ Ms Arroyo told the mayors. 

She expressed the hope that the mayors 
would spend the P1 million on programs.of 
her 10-point legacy agenda. 

“1 also want to thank the mayors who have 
been going to the congressmen and the sena- 
tors that you helped get elected [to ask them] 
to fast-track the revenue measures needed by 
our country,” Ms Arroyo said. 

Malacafiang did not say how many town 
mayors had opted to forgo the annual 10-per- 
cent increase in their IRA. 

The LMP groups the country’s 1,495 mu- 
nicipal mayors. 

There is a separate League of Cities, com- 
posed of all city mayors, and a League of 
Provinces, to which all governors belong. 

Ms Arroyo said the municipal mayors could 
look forward to another reward if the tax 
measures she had proposed to Congress were 
enacted soon. 

“Because you have been campaigning with 
them and because of their own sense of ur- 
gency and patriotism, 1 am confident that 
Congress will pass the revenue measures we 
have forwarded, which will mean that, hope- 
fully, your towns may not need to take the IRA 
cuts afterall," she said. 

‘At the close of the assembly, the LMP passed 
а manifesto of support for the President’s 10- 
point agenda in her new six-year term.

THE GOVERNMENT will operate on a reen- 
acted budget, but only for the first few 
months of 2005. 

With only about two weeks left before 
Congress adjourns for the Christmas break, 
there is no way that marathon or special ses- 
sions would give the Senate ample time to 
pass the measure this month, said Sen. 
Manuel Villar, chair of the Senate finance 
committee. 

“It is almost certain that the country will 
operate on a reenacted budget at least for the 
first few months of the new year,” Villar said 
ina phone interview. 

He noted that the House of Representa- 
tives, after four months of delay, approved the 
proposed P907.6.billion national budget for 
next year only on second reading on Wednes- 
бау. 

‘The measure will have to be approved by 
the lower chamber on third and final reading 
before it goes to the Senate. 

“at the earliest, we may get it by late next 
week,” said Villar 

This means the government will operate оп 
the P804-billion 2003 budget for at least two 
‘months in 2005. 

Though he is opposed to using the 2003 
budget again, Villar said he agreed to a par- 
tial reenactment because of the time con- 
straints. 

“Ie is ridiculous to have а reenacted 
budget for three consecutive years,” he 
said. 

‘Another reenacted budget was like a 
“plank check” given to President Macapagal- 
Arroyo, he added. 

Villar said'his committee would work dou- 
ble-time to pass the 2005 budget measure by 
the end of January, 

According to the Senate's timetable, the 
senators would need at least a month to re- 
view and scrutinize the budget bil.

KIEV—A new Ukrainian poll of some sort looked increasingly likely as 
parliament and the Supreme Court pressed ahead on Thursday with ef- 
forts to resolve a national crisis over a disputed presidential election.

But both sides, whose talks were brokered 
by intemational mediators, agreed to pro- 
ceed with constitutional changes long 
sought by Kuchma to reduce the powers of 
the president and boost those of parliament.

Ultrasound scans 
not risk for baby 


PARIS Repeated ultrasound examinations dur- 
ing pregnancy do not pose a risk to the baby's 
health, according to a study published on Sarur- 
day in the British medical weekly The Lancet, 

Australian researchers cartied out follow- 
up tests among 2,700 children who took part 
ina trial 10 years ago. 

Half ofthe children had been exposed to re- 
peated scans during their mothers pregnancy 
while the other half had had only one scan, 
shortly before birth. 

The children were checked at the ages of 
опе, two, three, five and eight, with assess- 
ments for their height and weight, speech, be- 
havior and neurological development. | 

Frequent-scan babies may have slower 
growth in the uterus, but after birth they 
catch up, the researchers say. 

‘There is no significant difference in physt- 
cal size or cognitive skills between them and 
infants who received only one scan, they say.

Besides, the total cost includes the rolling 
stock (the locomotives and coaches: $87.79 mil- 
lion for 21 units), whereas highway projects do 
not include the cost of the vehicles that use them.

The virtue of judicious review

and our posterity the blessings of prosperity 
and peace.” 

Thus spoke Justice Artemio Panganiban in 
the'landmark decision reversing a January 
2004 Supreme Court decision that would have 
killed the mining industry in the country. In its 
earlier decision in La Bugal-B'laan Tribal Asso- 
ciation м. Secretary of Environment and Natu- 
ral Resources, the Court struck down a Finan- 
cial and Technical Assistance Agreement 
(FTAA) signed by the government with an Aus- 
tralian company. The Court said that it was а 
"service contract” prohibited by the 1987 Con- 
stitution "for being antithetical to the principle 
of sovereignty over natural resources, because 
they allowed foreign control over the exploita- 
tion of our natural resources.” 

Panganiban affirms the basic principles laid 
out in the Constitution. “All mineral resources 
are owned by the State. Their exploration, de 
velopment and utilization (EDU) must always 
be subject to the full control and supervision of 
the State. More specifically, given the inade- 
quacy of Filipino capital and technology in 
large-scale EDU activities, the State may secure 
the help of foreign companies...provided that, 
at all times, the State maintains in rights of full 
control.” 

However, he examined the text and the 
drafting history of our Constitution. He con- 
cluded that it does not ban service contracts, 
Indeed, the drafters of our Charter referred to 
service contracts over and over again and de- 
bated merely on how Congress can protect our 
national interests. The Panganiban ponencia 
found that the FTAA satisfied the real test of 
whether the state retained effective control 
over the enterprise.

AS still photographs and video footage of 
flood-ravaged areas clearly show, illegal log- 
ging is the culprit behind the landslides and 
flash floods. The pictures show millions of сиг 
logs everywhere—on Ше beaches, in the 
rivers, in the fields and villages—deposited 
there by rampaging floodwaters from the 
mountains where they had been cut. Logging is 
supposed to be totally banned im Aurora, 
which was among the worst hit by the land- 
slides and had a lot of fatalities. So where did 
all those logs that now litter it come from? 

Te is clear that nobody paid attention to the 
logging ban and that the Department of Envi- 
ronment and Natural Resources has been re- 
miss in enforcing forest laws. As usual, the ex- 
Cuse is that there are not enough forest rangers 
and funds. But even if there were enough of 
both, if the quality of forest rangers remained 
the same, illegal logging would continue. For 
some rangers are in cahoots with the loggers. 
Some local government officials are into illegal 
logging themselves and even have their own 
sawmills. And some soldiers finance and sell 
the charcoal made by forest poachers: 

President Macapagal-Arroyo has formed an 
“anti-illegal logging unit”— after many baran- 
gays have been wiped off the map by land- 
slides and more than 500 persons perished. Big 
deal. That is like closing the barn after the 
horses have escaped. 

‘There was the same reaction after the Ormoc 
flood and landslide where 5,000 people died. 
‘Theré were the same gnashing of teeth and ñin- 
ger-pointing after similar tragedies caused by 
storms. But after the dead were buried and the 
waters receded, everything was forgotten. 

‘Until we make illegal logging a capital of- 
fense punishable by lethal injection, we will 
never be able to stop it. For there is so much 
money in logging, so much corruption and 
very little risk (have you ever heard of an ille- 
gal logger sent to jail?) that they serve as 
centives to the greedy. Considering the number 
of fatalities caused by illegal loggers, their 
crime is mass murder and they should there- 
fore be punished as mass murderers.

With all the sorrow around us, we need 
some good news. Here's one: The Philippine 
National Railways (PNR) announced that its 
South Line, the 480-kilometer railroad from 
Makati to Legazpi, Albay, will be rehabilitat- 
ed beginning next year at a cost of $1 bil- 
lion. The money will come from а $50-mil- 
ion loan from the South Korean Export-Im- 
port Bank and another $900 million from 
the Chinese government. 

Now for the bad news: Squatters living 
along the railroad tracks in Bulacan and Pam- 
panga have formed a "caravan" to block the 
government from ejecting them to give way to 
the NorthRail, to whom the гай tracks belong 
їп the first place. The NorthRail will revive 
railroad service from Caloocan to Malolos, 
then to Clarkand Subic, and eventually to San 
Fernando, La Union. The squatters want the 
government to abandon the project so they 
won't be disturbed from the railroad tracks 
that they have appropriated for themselves. 

Only in the Philippines will you find law- 
breakers telling the government what to do. 
Only in the Philippines will you find the gov- 
ernment paying a fortune to squatters who 
don't pay any taxes at all. And only in the 
Philippines will you find politicians who cod- 
dle lawbreakers. 

What these squatters don't realize is that 
the NorthRail—as well as the South Line—is 
the best thing that can happen to them. For 
the railroad will provide them fast and cheap 
transportation to and from where they will 
be relocated to wherever they want to go. 


The virtue of judicious 


“THE CONSTITUTION should be read in 
broad, life-giving strokes. It should not be used 
to strangulate economic growth or to serve 
narrow, parochial interests. Rather it should be 
construed to grant the President and Congress 
sufficient discretion and reasonable leeway to 
enable them to attract foreign investments and 
expertise, as well as to secure for our people 
and our posterity the blessings of prosperity 
and peace.” 

‘Thus spoke Justice Artemio Panganiban in 
the'landmark decision reversing а January 
2004 Supreme Court decision that would have 
killed the mining industry in the country. In its 
earlier decision in La Вива Ваал Tribal Asso- 
ciation v. Secretary of Environment and Natu- 
ral Resources, the Court struck down a Finan- 
cial and Technical Assistance Agreement 
(FTAA) signed by the government with an Aus- 
tralian company. The Court said that it was a 
“service contract” prohibited by the 1987 Con- 
stitution “for being antithetical to the principle 
of sovereignty over natural resources, because 
they allowed foreign control over the exploita- 
tion of our natural resources." 

Panganiban affirms the basic principles laid 
out in the Constitution. "АП mineral resources 
are awned by the State. Their exploration, de- 
velopment and utilization (EDU) must always 
be subject to the full control and supervision of 
the State. More specifically, given the inade- 
quacy of Filipino capital and technology in 
large-scale EDU activities, the State may secure 
the help of foreign companies. provided that, 
at all times, the State maintains in rights of full 
control” 

However, he examined the text and the 
drafting history of our Constitution. He con- 
cluded that it does not ban service contracts. 
Indeed, the drafters of our Charter referred to 
service contracts over and over again and de- 
bated merely on how Congress can protect our 
national interests. The Panganiban ponencia 
found that the FTAA satisfied the real test of 
whether the state retained effective control 
over the enterprise. 


Panganiban was merely being consistent 
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with his earlier ruling in the WTO ratification 
case. The anti АТО lobby contested фе treaty, 
saying it violated the Filipino First policy of the 
Constitution. He said that exactly how that poli- 
су would be implemented was for the political 
branches of the government to say they who 
were elected to make policy and had expert 
agencies to guide them. “Let the people through 
their... elected officers make their free choice.” 

The drafters of the Constitution wisely 
tended to preserve our patrimony for the na- 
tion's good. They might have recalled that the 
beloved Thomasites were not the first massive 
contingent of Americans to arrive in the Philip- 
pines. First, of course, came the soldiers. Then 
the mining engineers, and then the ceachers. 
"There's gotta be gold in them thar hills." 

"The folly of the 1986 Constitutional Commis- 
sion however is that, in order to protect the na- 
tion, they trusted too much in the Philippine 
state and in Filipino investors. It was a naive 
hope that can be excused only by recalling the 
glory days of Edsa Sadly the past 18 years have 
been a record of one betrayal after another. 

‘More specifically on the environmental costs 
of the mining industry, note that the real peril 
comes from small-scale miners, those engaged 
in backyard mining with absolutely no environ- 
mental safeguards. The irony is that the large- 
scale foreign mining corporations, pressured no 
doubt by eco-lobbyists in their home countries, 
have adopted world-standard environmental 
safeguards that would put to shame local—yes, 
our fellow Filipino—miners, 

То thar extent, Ше anti-mining lobby also 
misused investment laws to carry out environ- 
‘mental concerns (the favored legal metaphor 
compares it to “using a sledgehammer to drive 
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Even if they are relocated in Pampanga or 
Bulacan, they can go to Metro Manila or to 
wherever in Luzon in а matter of minutes, at 
a fraction of what they would pay in bus and 
jeepney fares, 

They can live in well-planned housing 
projects in the countryside where there is 
plenty of space and fresh air and still com- 
mute quickly to their places of work. No 
more “home along the riles” where they live 
їп squalor and are exposed to danger at all 
times, In the relocation sites, they will own 
their lots and homes and nobody can drive 
them away from there. 

‘These squatters also don't realize that under 
existing laws, they don't have to be relocated 
ог given P50,000 each as disturbance fee. The 
law mandates that squatters in the right of way 
of government infrastructure projects, such as 
streets and railroads, are not entitled to reloca- 
tion. The government can throw them out any- 
time. So the government is really bending over 
backward by offering to relocate them. 

Politicians opposing the NorthRail say it is 
too expensive, that it would cost РІ billion per 
Kilometer. 

Wrong. Since the total project cost is 
$503.04 million, the distance from Caloocan 
to Malolos is 32.2 km, and the exchange rate is 
P56 to $1, they took out their calculators and 
сате out with a cost of P875 million (almost 
P1 billion) per kilometer. 

‘Wrong again. This is a double-track r 
road, зо the rail length is actually dou- 
ble—64.4 km—and thus its cost is really only 
P248.39 million per kilometer of track. 

Besides, the total cost includes the rolling 
stock (the locomotives and coaches: $87.79 mil- 
lion for 21 units), whereas highway projects do 
not include the cost ofthe vehicles that use them. 
Highway construction does not include mainte- 
nance ether, facilities for пе vehicles, whereas a 
railways system requires a depot and mainte- 
nance yard ($14.53 million). Also, the capacity 
of a highway in terms of moving people and 
goods is very much less than that ofa railroad.

Indeed, the Court chided the La Bugal- 
B'laan petitioners. The first SC decision hed 
been criticized for “mootness”: it rendered the 
decision after the Australian company which 
held the service contract had already been sold 
to Filipinos, who could not have violated the 
Filipino First clauses, and the SC should have 
thrown out the case. Answering the criticism, 
the petitioners made what the SC considered а 
“completely outlandish” argument, namely, 
that the case was still not mooted because any- 
‘way the Constitution, though it-may allow 
some agreements with foreigners, never al- 
lowed such agreements with Filipinos. The 
Court recoiled at the wholly anti-Filipino argu- 
‘ment of the Filipino First advocates who would 
trample the banner they seek to hoist. 

‘The petitioners also read "sustainable devel- 
opment” as postponed development, oblivious 
to the social cost borne meanwhile by our un- 
‘employed poor who need jobs in the here and 
now, whose children need tuition money and 
their daily baon today and not in some distant 
promised paradise. They ignore the nature of 
mineral agreements, which require long gesta- 
tion periods and where the bargaining stance 
of each party changes over the lifetime of the 
contract, in this case, where the foreign in- 
vestor and his superior technology are ascen- 
dant at the early stage of searching for the min- 
eral deposits, but begin to “obsolesce” when 
the mine is found deep in the host country's 
home ground, Hence the need for carefully cal- 
ibrated legal arrangements. 

‘The Bugal-B'laan decision will be lauded ог 
censured by many for the political economy of 
its outcome. But the Court has many times dis- 
avowed looking at the wisdom of government 
policy and has declared itself limited solely to 
the question of validity. Let Bugal-B'laan rise 
and fall by the craftsmanship of its legal rea- 
soning and by the wise exercise of the Supreme 
Court's power of judicious review.

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Extraordinary turnaround 


IN AN EXTRAORDINARY turnaround, the 
Supreme Court on Wednesday flung wide open 
the mineral wealth of the country for "explo- 
ration, development and utilization” by foreign 
mining companies in a decision overturning its 
ruling last Jan. 27, which held as unconstitution- 
al the Philippine Mining Act of 1995. The Jan. 27 
decision disallowed wholly owned foreign com- 
panies from exploiting the mineral sector. 

Last Wednesday's decision marked an unprece- 
dented liberal interpretation of the nationalist 
provisions of the Constitution that have histori- 
cally tended to restrict ће exploitation of the na- 
tional patrimony to companies owned or con- 
trolled by Filipinos. The 246-page decision, 
penned by Associate Justice Artemio Panganiban, 
took great pains to explain and argue the depar- 
ture from the restrictive school of thought that 
has dominated Philippine jurisprudence on па- 
tional patrimony exploitation since the adoption 
of the first Commonwealth Constitution in 1935. 

‘The decision could break new ground and serve 
as precedent for further liberalization of the eco- 
nomic nationalist provisions of the Constitution. It 
aligned the Constitution to the requirements of 
contemporary economic development driven by 
foreign investment and freer flow of capital and 
business intercourse between developed and de- 
veloping economies, such as the Philippines. 

Emphasizing the decisiveness of the ruling, the 
Court voted 10-4, with one abstention, leaving 
little doubt about the conviction that went behind 
the decision, Specifically, the Court held as legal 

" the Financial-Technical Assistance Agreement 
which the government had signed in 1995 with 
Western Mining Corp. Phils, a wholly owned sub- 
sidiary of the Australian firm Western Mining 
Corp. Holdings Ltd. 

‘To show the switch from its January decision 
which declared the 1995 Mining Act, upon which 
the FTAA was based, as unconstitutional, the 
Court in January voted 7-5. The 10 who voted to 
overturn the January decision were Chief Justice 
Hilario Davide, Justices Panganiban, Reynato 
Puno, Leonardo Quisumbing, Angelina Sandoval

mention of your country on CNN or BBC is apt to 
send alarm bells ringing.

‘The Philippines seemed to be very much on 
CNN's mind, since the news of the deaths from 
the floods was followed very soon after by а 
‘weather report predicting another typhoon to hit 
the country in the next few days, if not hours. 
Even the weatherman was moved to express his 
concern for the country still reeling from earlier 
floods and typhoons.

WHILE Christmas carols have been playing in 
some shops since September (the beginning of 
the so-called “ber” months leading to December), 
Thave not really felt the Christmas cheer.

"The Constitution should be read in broad Ше- 
giving strokes. It should not be used to strangu- 
late economic growth or to serve narrow 
parochial interests. 

“Rather, it should be construed to grant the 
President and Congress sufficient discretion and 
reasonable leeway to enable them to attract for- 
eign investment, as well as to secure for our peo- 
ple and our posterity the blessings of prosperity 
and peace.” 

‘The decision reflected ће Court's awareness of 
criticisms from the business community that, in a 
series of decisions, it had interfered in executive 
decisions concerning economy-related contracts 
and had thus exercised the economic policymak- 
ing prerogatives of the executive and legislated 
economic policies. The decision clearly ad- 
dressed this contentious issue.

‘opment of Philippine theater, particularly the 
way she trained and honed to the heights of 
professionalism current luminaries in theater 
and the arts, including Lea Salonga and 
Monique Wilson. But I prefer to remember Bi- 
bot in her many incarnations on stage, TV and 
even the movies. 

For most Filipinos, our introduction to Bibot 
was оп a TV show, "Santa Zita and Mary Rose.” 
Here, she played a mean, naughty but big- 
hearted housemaid, and she was one reason 
ту sisters and I religiously followed this show 
that tracked the many joys and sorrows of a 
middle-class family and the parallel lives of 
their house help. 

Such was Bibot's impact, though, that I can't 
for the life of me remember any other cast 
member, even if, as I write this, their faces float 
before me. So uncannily did this household 
drama reflect our own concerns in those more 
innocent times that we felt it was a story of our 
lives. Though looking back, 1 now recognize 
that it took a somewhat naive view of the social 
divisions that still bedevil Philippine society. 


FROM “SANTA ZITA," Bibot would move on to 
found Repertory Philippines, which is notable not 
just for producing the majority of Filipino artists 
tapped by Cameron Mackintosh for “Miss 
Saigon," though come to think of it, name any 
theater notable in these parts and chances are he 
ог she had at one time or another gone through 
the wringer of Bibot's direction. 

Repertory's bigger accomplishment, 1 believe, 
is creating and sustaining an audience for theater 
in this country. Some decades ago, there was this 
controversy over the “proper” content of theater. 


in the exercise of this presidential power of con- 
trol over the EDU (exploration, development and 
utilization) of our natural resources,” the Court 
said.

‘The decision indicated that the Court gave 
weight to the huge economic cost of losing for- 
eign mining investment. 

"The administration, the business community 
and mining groups joined in chorus to hail the de- 
cision. Their reaction indicated the economic im- 
portance these groups attached to the decision. 

‘The nationalist sector has yet to express its reac- 
tion. The administration seid the decision put the. 
country in position “for a strong economic takeoff 
based on а reinvigorated mining industry” 

The Chamber of Mines of the Philippines said 
the decision would ensure the flow of foreign di- 
rect investments into the country, and the Philip- 
pine Mineral Exploration Association said the de- 
Cision would send a positive note to foreign in- 
vestors. The European Chamber of Commerce in 
the Philippines called the decision “very good 
news." It added: “We have been hoping for this 
and this would mean investments in the sector 
could (come alive) again.” 

Once one of the strongest exporting sectors of 
the economy, mining has declined so much that it 
exported only $500 million worth of products in 
2000, from a реак of $1.2 billion in 1980. 


Some, who called themselves nationalists felt a 
theater company like Repertory which preferred 
to stage imported material, mainly from Broad- 
way, was squandering its talents and resources on 
meaningless “fluff.”

And it is only because of the 
dogged dedication of champions like Bibot 
that theater has survived here, though theater 
companies, even the well-established ones, 
still struggle to keep their heads above water. 

‘One memory of Bibot stands out. We were 
both taking part in “V-Day,” the annual fund- 
raising and  consciousness-raising event 
spawned by the “Vagina Monologues.” When I 
arrived, 1 found Bibot sitting cross legged near 
the door, smoking. When I inquired whether 
New Voice Company, which stages TVM here, 
would be providing us with makeup artists, Bi- 
bot laughed heartily. “We're doing this for 
free! If they could afford makeup artists, they 
could pay us!" Then she added, with trade- 
mark insouciance, "I don't care about makeup. 
Ive always known I'm ugly, and there's noth- 
ing that makeup can do to change that.” 

She would later appear onstage in the same 
shorts-and-Eshirt_ outfit she was wearing 
when I met her. But Bibot's performance of 
"Beneath the Burkha," а newly written addi- 
tion to TVM, blew away playwright Eve Ensler, 
who would later say that she found new in- 
sights into her own words just by listening to 
Bibot read them. 

That was vintage Bibot, one of the best (if 
unheralded) actors we have produced, who 
mothered Philippine theater as best she could.

Then, of course, what fiesta table can be complete 
without lechon or suckling pig as the center 
piece? (But in recent years, | have noticed that 
the apple in the snout is not as common as it used 
to be.) My aunt has the best freshly popped 
chicharon with laman in town. She encourages us 
to enjoy the chicharon, assuring us it is healthy 
having been deep-fried in canola oil. 

Dessert that sits on a separate table could be said 
to be just as important (or perhaps more impor- 
tant) han the ulam on the main table. In Pampan- 
ga, we have a sweet tooth resulting in a wide range 
Of choices: hot chocolate with duman, tibuk-tibuk 
Qoosely translated as "shaking" because it does jig- 
gle like Jello but has more calories since it is made 
with a loc of nipa sugar and carabao milk topped 
with latik or sweet curdled coconut mili, leche 
flan, jale ube, and tocino del cielo (called by children 

ini-leche flan, which itis except that each bite-size 
piece contains one whole egg yolk), pastillas, rur- 
Ton de casuy, sans rival (from the French “without 
rival” because it is a deadly combination of wafer 
and butter topped with chopped cashew nuts), 
vanas, and the commercially bought cakes, pies, 
and breads. All these goodies make the dessert 
table and Christmas memorable for children. 

Та the first volume of "Remembrance of Things 
Past,” Marcel Proust begins a narrative wiggered by 
the taste of Madeleine on the tip of his tongue. I's а 
kilometric novel about a man eating cake. Our writ- 
ers have gone to libraries and the world in search of 
material for the great Philippine novel after those 
written by Jose Rizal over a century ago. But why 
go through so much trouble inventing a collective 
history or a worthwhile literature to find ourselves? 
There is so much waiting to be unearthed and writ 
ten down—a lot, literally, on the tip of our tongues.

several years ago in a manic mood. 

You're born bipolar and you learn to live with it, with the 
help ofa good psychiatrist and a social support network. But 
‘when a whole nation goes bipolar, thats another matter. 

From Winnie to Yoyong 

‘The idea that we might be a bipolar nation came back 
me this week because of the way we've responded to the s 
ries of typhoons. 

"When Winnie was approaching the Philippines last week 
end, BBC's weather reports already warned about the storm 
and another tropical disturbance they'd spotted on their me 
teorological maps. That other disturbance has developed in- 
to Yoyong. Okay, so maybe the British are obsessed with 
weather, but their warnings were in such sharp contrast to an 
almost complete silence in the local media, despite the fact 
that just the other week, we'd been battered by two other ty 
phoons, Unding and Violy. 

Maybe because we get more than 20 typhoons a year, we 
tend to become rather cavalier about each approaching 
storm, our attention caught briefly by the letter of the alpha- 
betin its name, rather than impending danger. 

Even when Winnie finally struck, most of us in Metro 
Manila were not too concerned, partly because its wind 
speed was low. So the rains kept coming and some of Mani- 
Ta's streets were flooded. But then flooding is so much part of 
our lives as well, so we shrugged it off as another inconve- 
nience of life in Manila. Were we shocked to find out, after 
Winnie left, the number of lives it had claimed. 

From our dawn mood before Winnie struck, we've shifted 
into а manic frenzy with Yoyong. Day in, day out, we've been 
surrounded by the shrill voices of radio and television com- 
mentators warning about Yoyong. Classes were suspended 
even before the storm landed, while television and radio 
crews went around the markets, warning about high prices. I 
caught one TV host announcing that bangus had gone up to 
P120 a kilo, only to turn to a vendor who insisted she wo: 
selling her bangus at P100. Pm sure that after the TV crew 
left, prices all soared to fulfill the doomsday prophecies. 

‘Then there were the vultures feasting on Winnie's victims: 
politicians condoling with relatives of the dead and pro- 
dlaiming their indignation over illegal logging while re- 
porters went around interviewing mourning women and 
children and asking them how they felt. (One particularly 
callous reporter asked a young boy in a hospital why he was 
зад, right after the child had recounted losing two brother 
tothe floods.)

Early warning 

Alas, after Yoyong leaves, I suspect we'll slide back into 
lethargy until next year’s new typhoon season. The righteous 
politicians and reporters will take up other issues and we will 
forget about the need to set up effective monitoring and 
warning systems, 

A few years back, 1 was in Hong Kong (which is as vulnerable 
to typhoons as we are) when а stroig typhoon lashed in. Even 
before the typhoon struck, television and radio kept flashing 
"warnings and updates, including what precautions were ned- 
ed to be taken. There was a sense of urgency, but not of pan 
and frenzy like we're seeing now for Yoyong, When the курії 
finally suck, the updates continued, again without the hysteri 
cal and shrill voices. The public was advised on which streets 10 
avoid because they'd become flooded, but people remained 
calm despite the ferocity of the typhoon. 

‘We need to have such a system in place to deal directty 
with the threat of typhoons. But we also need to link typhoun 
preparedness to environmental monitoring systems, so that 
places already environmentally damaged can be given toy 
priority not just for warning announcements but for actua: 
evacuation. Here we'd need trained social workers to mol 
lize people; with the last three typhoons, residents were 
known to resist evacuation even after the rains began.

Магаћоп yesterday said the provincial gov- 
ernment released P195,750 for the purchase 
of dextrose, medicines, reagents and supplies. 
These will be given to different hospitals and 
local government units to be used for suspect- 
ed cholera cases, he said 

Marafion said the province would be re-

Dr. Luisa Efren, the provincial health offi- 
cer, said they have also asked ай city and mu- 
nicipal officials in the province to examine all 
possible sources of drinking water and pipes, 
especially in areas were there were a noted in- 
crease in cholera cases.

DPWH rescinds 
P142-M road deal 


THE DEPARTMENT of Public Works and 
Highways stripped a contractor in Antique of 
a project that was awarded to it for severe de- 
Jays in the project implementation. 

Ina statement, Public Works Secretary Florante 
Soriquez said he has denied the motion for recon- 
sideration sought by OR. Sarmiento Construction 
оп his decision to rescind the contract for the 
P142.81 million San Jose-Patnongon Road. 

‘The contract was rescinded after the Sept. 
26, 2004 target completion date was not met. 
At that time, the accomplishment rate of the 
project was only 38.54 percent, 

“We cannot afford to continue to compro- 
mise the well-being of the public. The depart- 
ment has high expectations when it comes to 
completion of projects and we will be forced 
to acquire the services of another contractor 
since O.R. Sarmiento has proven го be inca- 
pable of finishing this project,” Soriquez said. 

“The DPWH offered the remaining work to 
China Road and Bridges Corp., which is the 
second lowest bidder of the project and is ex- 
pected to reply within the week. 

Soriquez cited the separate assessment made 
by the Asian Development Bank (ADB), which 
concluded that OR. Sarmiento can not finish 
the project even ifthe deadline was extended, 

“Lending institutions, which provide ample 
funding for projects, have no tolerance for 
poor performance and neither do we,” the 
public works secretary said. 

"The DPWH has kept a close watch over О.А. 
Sarmiento after Sen. Ramon Revilla Jr, chair 
of the Senate public works committee, 
brought to Soriquez's attention a subcontract 
given by the firm to another firm for the Don. 
Galo-La Huerta Bridge rehabilitation project 
without approval of the DPWH. 

Subcontracting is allowed only up to 50 
percent of the total project and with prior 
clearance from the DPWH. 
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CALAMBA CITY—A ranking official of the Lat» 
guna provincial government found himself in 
hot water after the provincial treasurer un- 
covered “unauthorized orders for advance de- 
liveries” of medicines and medical supplies 
amounting to over P1.2 million. 

According to documents obtained by the 
Inoue, provincial treasurer Manuel Ley- 
сапо Jr. accused Valentin Guidote Jr, the 
provincial planning and development coordi- 
nator, of entering into transactions without 
consulting the treasurer's office and other de- 
partments. 

He said Guidote's action was a “total disre- 
gard of the existing rules and regulations as 
Well as the procurement process involved.” 

In his letter to Gov. Teresita “Ningning” 
Lazaro dated Nov. 19, Leycano said as head of 
the planning and development department, 
Guidote is not authorized to enter into busi- 
ness transactions with any supplier and issue 
orders for advance deliveries. 

“The sweeping allegations of Mr 
Guidote... that all his actions... are upon in- 
structions and with prior approval by your 
good office is untenable and would surely put 
us in deep financial trouble," he said in his let- 
ter to Lazaro. 

Leycano said he discovered the alleged ir- 
regularities after four sales invoices from 
Careline, а medical supplies company, were 
given to his office for inspection. 

He said that upon examining the purchase 
requests, he found that two of the four sales 
invoices did not have the signatures of requi-

sitioning officers, pursuant to the Local Gov- 
ernment Code. 

He said all four transactions did not have 
any certification of fund availability from his 
office, which was a direct violation of the Gov- 
ernment Auditing Code of the Philippines. 

The invoices were used to acquire 
medicines and medical supplies for the Lagu- 
na Provincial Hospital and Jose P Rizal 
Memorial Hospital. 

‘The documents showed that the purchases 
‘were made from Oct. 26 to Nov. 17 this year. 

"When reached through his mobile phone for 
comment, Guidote denied Leycano's allegations 
saying all his transactions were authorized by 
provincial administrator Dennis Lazaro. 

He said Пеусапо “was just making an issue 
out of nothing.” 

“This has been blown out of proportion. The 
issue should have been contained within the 
department concerned. But he never issued a 
copy of his letter to my office or even the ad- 
ministrator’s office," he told the Inquire. 

Guidote said Lazaro, as head of the Bids 
and Awards Committee, ordered him to make 
the purchase requests when the latter was still 
inthe United States.

pus) the principal executive to lay out and im- 
plement a special operational plan—with the 
full support of the Armed Forces as I have just 
instructed (AFP Chief of Staff) Gen. (Efren) 
‘Abu to do—to stop the illegal logging acti 
ties, especially of the NPA and to take all their 
cohorts into account,” the President said to 
the applause of the mayors. 

Ms Arroyo earlier directed the AFP and the 
Philippine National Police to crack down on ile- 
gal loggers, whom she blamed for the landslides 
and flash floods that killed hundreds of people 
in Quezon, Aurora and Nueva Ecija. 

“The insurgents should not be allowed to 
plunder our forests to raise funds to undermine 
our democracy. This is a matter of ecological 
balance as well as national security" Ms Arroyo 
said in her speech before the LMP the associa- 
tion of the country's 1,495 municipal mayors. 

His appointment as NRDC chair would be the 
latest twist to the colorful and controversial career 
of Corpus, who as а Philippine Military Academy 
instructor defected to the NPA in the late 1960s 
and became one of its top commanders. 

He was captured in the mid-1970s during the 
‘Marcos regime but was released from detention 
by then President Corazon Aquino in 1986. 

He rejoined the military and became an al- 
ly of Ms Arroyo after he joined other military 
officers in withdrawing support from then 
President Joseph Estrada in 2001. 

Corpus, who retired from the service on

P2 per board foot 

In Lucena City, the chief of the military's 
Southern Luzon Command in Camp Nakar 
yesterday said Communist Party of the Philip- 
pines and NPA rebels operating in the Sierra 
Madre were receiving at least P2 per board 
foot of illegally cut trees from illegal loggers. 

"The illegal loggers are also in the mountains. 
"They (CPP and NPA rebels) are collecting money 
from illegal loggers, otherwise the illegal loggers 
could not have survived,” Maj. Gen. Pedro 
Cabuay, the head of Solcom, told the Ingumea.. 

CPP spokesperson Gregorio "Ka Roger" 
Rosal scoffed at Cabuay's charges. "That's an 
old and rehashed issue. There will be a proper 
time to answer that malicious allegation,” 
Rosal said in a mobile phone interview. 

‘The CPP spokesperson earlier said the NPA 
‘would help the displaced typhoon victims те- 
build their homes and their lives. 

But Cabuay accused the rebels of hypocrisy say- 
ing they could have stopped illegal logging had they 
cared about the forests and the people's welfare. 

In Manila, Lakas Rep. Robert "Ace" Barbers 
said it would have been impossible for the log- 
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gers to operate in the Sierra Madre had the NPA 
refused to sanction their illegal operations. 

“Itis thus clear and as sure as the sun rises in 
the morning that the NPAs under Ka Roger are 
equally guilty of murdering the hundreds of 
people killed in the landslides,” Barbers said. 

“They cannot wash their hands of this case, 
which probably explains their deafening si- 

псе on the matter. They are quick to blame 
the government for the hardships of the peo- 
ple but cannot own up to the worse sins and 
deception they commit against the people. It 
shows you the kind of animals these criminals 
are," the congressman said. 

Barbers said Шева! loggers would not have 
been able to cut down trees and bring in heavy 
equipment into rebel-infested areas without the 
knowledge and consent of the NPA. 


Complicity of gov't execs 

The congressman, however, stressed he 
was not ruling out the complicity of corrupt 
government officials in illegal logging. 

Barbers urged Environment and Natural 
Resources Secretary Mike Defensor to con- 
duct an impartial investigation.

But a group of scientists in Metro Manila as 
well as bishops and mayors in Samar said 
mining could result in more flash floods and 
environmental degradation. 

"We are poised for a strong economic take- 
off never seen in the recent past,” the Presi- 
dent said in a speech before the Mayors’ 
League at the Manila Hotel. “We should not 
be poor.” 

Ms Arroyo mentioned the country's rank- 
ing based on deposits of its precious met- 
als—No. 3 in gold, Мо. 4 in copper, No. 5 in 
nickel and No. 6 in chromite deposits. 

She got the numbers after an interaction with 
the prime ministers of mining countries—Cana- 
da and Australia whose companies have been 
waiting for a favorable Supreme Court decision 
to pursue their exploration projects in the coun- 


“Our mining potential is ten times our an- 
nual gross national product. It can easily wipe 
‘out our foreign debts and yet leave more for 
future generations," the President said. 

‘The National Economic and Development 
Authority (Neda) estimated the country’s 
mineral deposits potential at P47 trillion, or 
10 times the country's annual gross domestic 
product and 15 times the foreign debr. 


Multiplier effect 

Neda said the country’s mining sector had 
the potential of contributing P1.8 trillion an 
nually to the country's economy because it 
has been opened to foreign investments. The 
P1.8 trillion is equivalent to 36 percent of the 
country's gross domestic product. 

“Mining has a multiplier effect of six times. A 
policy decision to rebuild the mining industry 
‘would open its enormous economic potential, 
said Neda Director General Romulo Neri. 

Neri was referring to the decision of the 
‘Supreme Court made last Wednesday, which 
said the law liberalizing the country’s mining 
industry was constitutional. 

‘The high court decision reversed its earlier 
ruling that the law allowing foreign players in 
the local mining sector was unconstitutional 

‘The country's chief economist said the court 
decision would keep the country on track to 
meet its Medium-Term Philippine Development 
Plan (МТРОР). The plan calis for the country’s 
mining sector to generate $4 billion to $6 billion 
in investments, $5 billion to $7 billion in annual 
foreign exchange, and at least 240,000 jobs in 
the next six years. 


Rapid environmental degradation 

‘The Samahan ng Nagtataguyod ng Agham 
at Teknolohiya para sa Sambayanan 
(Agham), however, does not share the opti- 
mism of Ms Arroyo and Neda. 

Agham said the Supreme Court and the Arroyo 
administration were ignoring the effects of mining 
on the environment and the people. 

Dr. Giovanni Тарап, chair of the militant 
scientists’ group, said foreign corporations 
had caused rapid environmental degradation 
in the country. 

"The large-scale plunder of our natural re- 
sources result in areas that are susceptible to 
environmental imbalance,” he said. 

"Таке the case of the flash floods in Quezon 
and Aurora due to the recent typhoons. It was 
large-scale logging that contributed largely to 
the instability of the soil there," Tapang said. 

Calbayog Bishop Jose Palma said mining 
would degrade the forests and poison the rivers, 
leaving the towns vulnerable to disasters. 

"We have seen the destruction wrought by 
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mining. We have seen Ormoc (Leyte). We fear 
ап equal or worse disruption if mining is al- 
lowed,” Palma said, recalling the flash floods 
in Ormoc that killed at least 2,000 people. 

‘Another bishop, Most Rev. Angel Hobayan 
of Catarman, recalled how two rivers in 
Samar overflowed and submerged two towns 
for an entire week due to the degradation of 
the surrounding forests. 


Largest bauxite dep 

Samar is known to have the country’s 
largest deposits of bauxite, a base mineral for 
aluminum which is the third most in demand 
mineral in the world today, environmentalist 
Melchor Nacario said. 

He revealed that there were 41 applica- 
tions from mining firms to explore Samar, in 
cluding municipalities that had been declared 
protected areas. 

Local officials and religious leaders in 
Samars 25 municipalities have questioned 
the permits given to two local firms to explore 
protected areas in the region last year. 

"We feel that the goverment has sold the 
birthright of the people because the people have 
become poorer ... Why should the foreign mining 
firms now benefit from what is ours?” Palma said. 

"The people have suffered enough and have 
been left out in so many ways," he added. 

‘Among the most popular municipalities for ex- 
ploration are San Jorge, San Jose de Buan, Gan- 
dara, Matuginao, Paranas and Motiong. San Jose 
де Buan, which is often the target area of mining 
firms, is in the center of the island and is connect- 
ed to two rivers that flow into other towns. 

ЧЕ you destroy it, you contaminate the 
rivers and spread poison into the other towns, 
and the rivers are the people's main source of 
water Nacario said. 


Reason not good enough 

San Jose de Buan is known for its huge 
bauxite deposits. The bauxite deposits can be 
retrieved only through open-pit mining, 
which requires clearing of the forest. 

San Jorge Mayor Joseph Grey said that 
even the employment opportunities being 
mentioned by the government were пога 
good enough reason to allow mining in the re 
gion. Grey said that most workers in the 
mines received only a P100 daily wage. 

Local officials and bishops in the region are 
pushing for the passage of House Bill No. 2925, 
"which seeks to create the Samar Island Natural 
Park and declare 333,000 hectares a protected 
area and another 125,400 hectares a buffer zone. 

The bill had been filed at least twice but it 
had never gotten past the committee hearings. 


Sound mining practices 

In her speech, the President assured the 
public that mining should not be feared but 
embraced because it would “discourage the 
poor from ravaging just to survive and miti- 
gate the deadliest disasters.” 

She said the government was committed to 
“fully enforce responsible and environmentally 
sound mining practices" to ensure the safety of 
workers and the preservation of natural ге- 
sources, 

“We are now in the 21st century and all these 
new mining technologies will certainly make 
our mining sustainable,” said the President. 

She noted that host communities would 
benefit from the entry of mining firms that 
would pay taxes and duties to the provincial 
government down to the barangay levels. 

Mining is the only sector that could gener- 
ate investments and dollar exports that would 
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enable the government to achieve an eco- 
nomic growth rate of at least 7 percent in the 
medium term, according to a foreign think 
tank associated with The Economist.

Call on GMA

commercial and security rela- 
tions between the UK and the 
Philippine governments. 

“Hes coming despite the in- 
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clement weather. We have not re- 
ceived any advisory that he was 
canceling his trip,” Karen Jimenez, 
public affairs officer of the British 
Embassy in Manila, said in a phone 
interview earlier in the day. 

She, however, declined to dis- 
close details of his flight in defer- 
ence to Malacafiang, which аг- 
ranged his visit.

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Farmer buries dreams with first son

Тез, a small wiry man who has 
been farming the Sierra Madre 
mountain range looming above 
Real for decades. 

“St is God's will. I haven't seen 
anything quite like it before. We 
were lucky to be alive,” he said, 
adding that his wife was being 
cared for by his other child, a 
10-year-old girl, in a safe place 
farther up the highway. 


Guava tree 

Seles said he would return to 
recover his son's body when the 
weather clears. His only land- 
mark for the grave is a small gua- 
va tree that had survived strong 
winds overnight. 

More than 900 people were 
confirmed dead or missing after 
massive floods and landslides 
struck the Philippines this week, 
the military said yesterday. 


‘An Army tally at a field opera- 
tions center in Real listed 484 
bodies recovered and 352 miss- 
ing in the adjacent towns of Real, 
Infanta and General Nakar—the 
worst hit by storms that battered 
Luzon in recent days. 

‘The Office of Civil Defense in 
Manila listed 48 people dead and 
38 missing elsewhere, for a na- 
tional total of 532 dead and 390 
missing. 

Blocked by boulders 

As Seles grieved over his son, 
men and women were digging 
through mud where three people 
were believed to be buried, 

Tractors and bulldozers were 
nearby, struggling to clear debris 
that bad blocked the main high- 
way to the center of town, where 
many more bodies were believed. 
lying ina state of decomposition. 

‘The mountain highway to Real 
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remained blocked by huge boul- 
ders that had been washed down 
by floods. In one section near Se- 
les home, half of the road had 
turned into an unstable cliff 
strewn with logs. 

Water cascading from the 
slopes had transformed a brook 
into swollen rapids. 

Soldiers and journalists strug- 
gling to reach the town center by 
Toad passed a small brick house 
perilously perched on a cliff. 

But the family refused to leave. 
“We don’t have anywhere else to 
go, anyway, and inside its still 
warm,” said the father, who re- 
fused to give his name, but of- 
fered everyone boiled cassava. 

For the disaster, Seles blamed 
lumber companies that were op- 
erating illegally on the mountain. 

"What I can say is that it is ille- 
gal. Please stop it. People are dy- 
ing," he said 

But he was quick to defend 
slash-and-burn farmers: “We only 
farm to live and eat, not to de- 
stroy the mountain.” 


97 bodies 

Volunteer rescue workers in the 
village of Tignoan, on Real's out- 
skirt, said they had unearthed 97 
bloated bodies so far from a beach 
house that was serving 2s an evac- 
uation center and was buried by а 
mudslide on Monday. 

More than 100 residents had 
sought refuge there to escape the 

floodwaters. 

“We are digging with spades 
and our bare hands" because 
heavy equipment could not get 
through collapsed bridges and 
roads buried by landslides, said 
Mario Nanola, the team leader. 

Nanola and a dozen members 
of the team temporarily pulled 
out early yesterday to fetch food 
for the others. 

"There are no body bags avai 
able. The stench is unbearable, 
Nanola told AFP 

He said he had heard from sur- 
wivors that more bodies were 
floating on the coast. 


Cultural situation 

Grieving survivors had been 
told to bury their dead swiftly to 
prevent possible disease out- 
breaks. 

“Ав much as possible, the bod- 
ies should be buried as soon as 
possible,” Health Secretary 
Manuel Dayrit said in a TV ad- 
dress yesterday. 

“But we're sensitive to the cul- 
tural situation and many do not 
want them buried until they can 
identify their loved ones. In that 
sense, we have sent lime, which 
can help as a preservative and 


prevent the smell,” he said. 

Nevertheless, "because of the 
wide area of the damage,” Dayrit 
said it was likely there would not 
be enough chemicals to go around, 
and therefore "local officials 
should сай the shots depending on 
the situation as far as the burial of 
the bodies” was concerned, 

Dayrit said his recommenda- 
tions were part of “operations for 
preventive measures, particularly 
epidemic control,” in the face of 
‘Typhoon "Yoyong." 


Sick and hungry 

“Food, lots of food and lots of 
medicine for the sick and the 
hungry” are what Real Mayor Ar- 
senio Ramallosa said he would 
request President Macapagal-Ar- 
тоуо to send the moment she sets 
foot in his devastated town. 

“We no longer have food. My 
sick and hungry town mates, 
mostly children, are getting 
worse every minute. May Presi- 
dent Arroyo help us before its too 
late,” he told the молва yester- 
day ina satellite phone interview. 

When told that the President 
was scheduled to visit the area 
yesterday, Ramallosa said he was 
“ecstatic.” He said he would im- 
mediately order a spot cleared on 
the school grounds as a landing 
spot for Ms Arroyo's helicopter. 


Prioritize clearing of roads 

He said the last time they re- 
ceived relief goods was оп Nov. 
30 and that the supply had been 
‘consumed since Dec. 1. 

Ramallosa said the National Food 
‘Authority in Infanta had agreed to 
Joan Real 500 sacks of rice. 

"But the roads between our 
towns are still difficult to traverse. 
‘What I have received is only a part 
of the total number of sacks allot- 
ted tous," he said, adding: 

“The government should give 
priority to the clearing of our 
roads for the speedy delivery of 
relief goods. There are still huge 
logs blocking the highway.” 


No more food to sell 

In а radio interview, Real 
Councilor Beth Macasaet said al- 
most all the stores in the town 
had no more food to sell. 

“all their shelves are empty 
They have offered all their food 
for free to their hungry town 
mates,” Ramallosa said. 

The mayor said they had yet to 
finish burying the 126 bodies in 
Real on Wednesday because it

THE BOYCOTT of the races at the San 
Lazaro Leisure Park in Carmona, Cavite, 
will do more harm than good for the sport 
of horse racing in the country. In ту opin- 
ion, the action taken by а disgruntled 
group of horse owners opposing the anti- 
EIA (Equine Infectious Anemia) campaign 
of the Philippine Racing Commission is а 
step in the wrong direction. 

Even the bayang karerista did not sup- 

t the boycott move. In fact, the boycott 
was hardly felt because the races were held 
as originally scheduled and off-track bet- 
ting sales went on briskly, particularly on 
Tuesday.and Wednesday. On the other 
hand, the Santa Ana Park, one of only two 
racing clubs in the country, even achieved a 


record gross sales of P185 million during“ 


last Sunday's 9th San Miguel Beer-Marho 
Breeders’ Cup, enough proof that the boy- 
cott threat had little effect on the confi- 
dence of the racing public during the 

day races. 

The boycott fell flat chiefly because it 
was not supported by all those directly con- 
cerned with the sport and the major players 
in the industry, including the country's 
leading racing organizations such as the 
Marho (Metropolitan Association of Race 
Horse Owners), Philtobo (Philippine Thor- 
oughbred Owners and Breeders Organiza. 
tion) and Klub Don Juan de Manila. 

The boycott was staged by a group led by 
William Dagan, Tos Reyes and Narciso 
Morales, who opposed the anti-IA testing 
campaign spearheaded by Philracom chair 
Jaime Dilag. 

“We must address the EIA problem,” said 
Mandaluyong Rep. Benhur Abalos, a noted 
horse owner who chairs the House commit- 
tee on appropriations for the Philracom, 
Games and Amusements Board and the 
Philippine Sports Commission. “If we don't 
address the EIA problem, the local racing 
industry will suffer.” 

Another horse owner, Marho president 

patron Aristeo "Putch" Puyat, 
racom did the right thing in con- 
ducting EIA tests on our horses. EIA is very 
contagious and could wipe out the whole 
industry if not stopped immediately. It is 
deadly just like AIDS." Puyat added the 
Philracom did not order the ElA-infected 
horses destroyed but the ailing horses were 
banned from racing by the club owners 
themselves to prevent the virus from 
spreading.

THE GOVERNMENT is looking at 
farming out to private operators at 
least five foreclosed or abandoned 
mines held by the Privatization Man- 
agement Office, which have assets 
amounting to P23.9 billion. 

These mining concerns include 
those of Basay Mining Corp., Batong 
Buhay Gold Mines, North Davao Min- 
ing Corp., Nonoc Mining and Indus- 
ша] Corp; and Hercules Minerals 
and Oils inc. 

According to the Department of 
Trade and Industry, the government 
was exploring the possibility of creat- 
ing one company per mining claim, 
which will be sub-contracted to a pri- 
vate operator. The move is aimed at 
attracting large-scale mining con- 
tracts. 

Plans are being rushed considering 
that mineral prices are currently high 
and that raising capital is expected to

These cover the expan- 
sion projects of those of Rio Tuba 
Nickel Mining Corp., Philex Mining 
Corp. and Bicol Mineral Development 
Corp. 

DTI data show that there are at 
least 23 mining and mineral process- 
ing projects that have just started or 
are still in the pipeline. 

Of these 23 projects, the seven 
biggest represent a total of $3 billion 
in investments and some 4,500 new 
jobs. 

On Wednesday, the Supreme Court 
ruled that the Mining act of 1995 was 
lawful, reversing an earlier decision 
that declared certain provisions of the 
law unconstitutional.

DAVAO CITY—For Filipino architects who of- 
ten end up working as draftsmen in foreign 
lands, the country’s upcoming bilateral agree- 
ment with Japan offers a ray of hope and op- 
portunity 

The agreement will pave the way for Fil- 
ipino professionals to work in Japan, 

"Even if you're already a licensed architect 
here, without such bilateral agreement, you 
could never practice your profession in for- 
eign lands,” said Davao-based architect Her- 
culano Lagunay, former district director of the 
Mt. Apo chapter of the United Architects of 
the Philippines (ЦАР). 

“That's why most Filipino architects who 
decide to work abroad often end up working 
as draftsmen in the US and the Middle East.” 

Although such an agreement might trigger 
an exodus of Filipino architects to Japan, he 
sald this would not be a cause for worry be- 
cause as overseas contract workers (OCWs), 
they would eventually come back, bringing 
along their wealth of experiences. 

“Just think of the expertise that they will 
eventually bring (home) with them when they 
return, on top of the remittances they'll be send- 
ing their families while they're working abroad, 
said Lagunay who himself worked as a drafts- 
man abroad, “Without such bilateral agree- 
ment, you leave this country as an architect but 
you end up as draftsman in a foreign country” 

Tn 1992, Lagunay was hired as architect by 
an American company in the Mariana Islands, 
but ended up a draftsman for his American 
employer. 

"1 was a Filipino working for American 
bosses in an American company so ended up 
as a draftsman, for a while,” he recalled. “It 
took them about a month to realize that can 
до something more and that was how they 
started respecting me as an architect.” 

The country is keen on signing the agree- 
ment, called the Japan Philippine Economic 
‘Partnership Agreement (JPEPA). The pact will 
allow the opening of the market for Filipino 

<. professionals, including nurses and engineers, 
Ë in exchange for the opening of the country’s 
market for auto imports from Japan. 

Lagunay said he foresees more architects, like 
himself leaving the country if such an agreement.

WASHINGTON—The US economy is gaining 
momentum, bolstered by home building, ship- 
ping and even the country’s beleaguered manu- 
facturing sector, the Federal Reserve said 
Wednesday in a newly upbeat assessment. 

Evidence of a strengthening economy 
showed up in other reports as well. 

‘The Commerce Department said consumer 
spending shot up by 0.7 percent in October, 
the best showing since July, as Americans’ in- 
comes, the fuel for future spending, rose by 
0.6 percent. 

_ The gain in incomes reflected the big in- 
crease of 337,000 payroll jobs in. October, the 
best in seven months. 

Meanwhile, the Institute for Supply Man- 
‘agement reported that its main index for mea- 
suring industrial activity performed better 
than expected, rising to 57.8 in November 
from 56.8 in October. 

The Federal Reserve seid that reports from 
its 12 regions "generally paint a picture of 
continued economic growth" from mid-Octo- 
ber through mid-November with improve- 
ments noted in а number of areas. 

The Fed's latest "Beige Book,” named for 
the color of its cover, will be used when 
cy-makers meet for their last discussion of the 


year on Dec. 14.

DETROIT—General Motors Corp. and 
Ford Motor Co. said on Wednesday they 
will cut production more than expected 
after weaker US sales in November, 
which analysts said could hurt profits. 

Even as they rolled out more lucra- 
tive incentives this year, GM and Ford 
struggled with growing inventories of 
unsold vehicles as sales of their aging 
car lineups slipped and consumer 
tastes shifted from their stable of 
large sport utility vehicles. 

The Chrysler side of Daimler- 
Chrysler and many of the larger for- 
eign automakers such as Toyota Mo- 
tor Corp., Nissan Motor Co. Ltd. and 
Honda Motor Co. Ltd. reported 
stronger November sales.

looking for in each of these 
products." Our own market re- 
Search experience showed 
while consumers will answer 
this question, you will find 
nothing really new in their an- 
swers. For example, whenever 
we ask shampoo users what 
they want or look for in a 
shampoo, we already know 
what they will say and can 
therefore predict all their an- 
swers: cleans my hair, lathers 
abundantly, leaves my hair 
manageable, leaves my hair 
shiny, leaves my hair fragrant, 
does not cause dandruff and 
split ends, and the like. So in 
the what-need, what-look-for 
question, you don't uncover 
anything that you do not al- 
ready know, And that's been 

the source of your frustration. 
The other insight into this 
problem comes from new prod- 
uct innovators, inventors and 
developers.

CONSUMERS have always de- 
manded more for less. But these 
days, they want even more for 
even less. 

And consumers invariably get 
what they want, for the thousand 
choices in the market have forced 
many manufacturing and retail 
companies to bring down their 
selling prices, just to keep in step 
with competition. 

This has led to thinning profit 
margins, a cause for serious con- 
cern among the players in the re- 
tail industry today. 

Keith Newton of consulting 
firm Accenture said during a CEO 
discussion on ‘Addressing the 
Case of Thinning Margins in Asia” 
during the recently concluded 
ECR Conference in Manila, that 
the pressure to reduce margins 
was felt by both the retail and 
manufacturing sides of the busi- 
ness, and by consultants as well. 

“It varies across countries and 
across categories, but it is true 
across Asia,” Newton said. 

Newton told the conference 
delegates that consumers today 
are emboldened by the prolifera-

tion of goods го demand more of 
the companies that sell products 
and services. 

But there are still ways for 
‘companies to deserve a premium 
price for their products. One ої 
these is to strengthen the brand, 
which was defined as a “promise” 
by the company to deliver a supe- 
rior product. 

Johnip Cua, president of Proc- 
ter and Gamble Philippines, says 
brands always have to be reinvig- 
rated so they offer something 
new to consumers. 


CLOSER links between manufacturers, retailers and suppliers help 
reduce costs and keep margins stable. 


“We look for ways to protect 
our brands to address thinning 
margins. As a big company we 
havea bit more leeway in spread- 
ing the margins around across 
the different products,” Cua said. 
Another way is to promote а 
closer collaboration between man- 
ufacturers, retailers and other play- 
ers in the retail world to reduce 
costs and keep margins stable. 


Positive friction 

Randy Guttery of Robinsons 
Supermarket and Big R Super- 
center, referred to the соорега- 
tion between manufacturers and 
retailers as “positive friction” that 
should result in savings for both 
major players. 

Guttery said there were still dif- 
ferences but the level of mistrust 
that has been the legacy for many 
years is going down. There were 
at least efforts exerted to get past 
these traditional barriers in favor 
of transparency and cooperation. 

Chim Howe-Lai, Unilever se- 
nior vice president for Asia, said 
the tenets of efficient consumer 
response have also taken root 
across Asia and are leading to cus- 


tomer loyalty, something that all 
retailers aspire for in these trying 
times. 

The ECR movement started in 
Asia in the "905 to get players to- 
gether to fulfil consumer wishes 
faster and at less cost, by Focusing 
on four areas: supply, demand, 
enablers and integrators. 


ECR builds business, reduces 
cost and increases consumer val- 
ue. It is a “win-win-win" proposi- 
tion for everyone, especially the 
consumers because they benefit 
im terms of better and fresher 
products at the right time, in the 
right place, and at the right price. 

Chim said ECR Asia looks for- 
"ward next year to furthering the vi- 
sion of ECR Asia to reduce out ої 
stock incidents by half and to deliv- 
er increased value to consumers by 
being responsive to their demand, 
improving efficiency and reducing 
waste and unnecessary costs.

and will want, and make sure we're 
there, ready" 


Ask what they hate 

What is this “brain power” applica- 
tion? It follows what consumer psy- 
chology and behavior research has dis- 
covered, And it's this: what consumers 
Ynow is what they do not want, what 
they do not need, what they do not like, 
what they hate. Consumers are experts 
at talking about the details of their 
problems and concerns. When you sue- 
‘ceed in getting consumers to talk about 
what's making them happy or content- 
ed, they speak in generic terms without 
the engaging details. 

Tt is this consumer insight that made 
up the basis for the research technique 
that BBDO, a New York ad agency, de- 
veloped and branded as PDA or Prob- 
lem Detection Analysis. Ed Roa intro- 
duced PDA in the Philippines in the 
"80s. и enjoyed a brief period of popu- 
larity Bd headed the 1980s Unilever's 
house research agency, Unisearch. AC 
Nielsen later acquired Unisearch. Ed 
then headed ACN after the acquisition. 

‘Today, the PDA question remains as 
the better and richer source of new 
product insights and idea-generating 
question. It asks very simply: "This 
product that you now use to satisfy your 
need for wood furniture polishing, have 
you at one time or another had any ос- 
casion when you were disappointed, 
annoyed or irritated with it? If you had, 
what specifically has disappointed, an- 
поуед or irritated you about it?” 

Find out the pet peeves of people 
and you have a potential product hit. 

This is similar to the advise that Jay 
Bernardo, professor of entrepreneurship 
at the Asian Institute of Management 
(AIM), gives to his students: What is it 
that irritates you? There is a business 
opportunity in creating a product or ser- 


місе that solves or gets rid of that irrita- 
tion, AIM grad and entreprenews, Rafiy 
Рата, co-founded Pilipinas Teleserv to 
solve the irritation of people who had to 
line up and cut through so much red 
tape to renew a passport at the DFA ог 
set a birth or marriage certificate from 
the NSO. Now all you have to do is call 
his DFA Direct or NSO Direct hotlines 
and they take care of everything. Is 
worth the few hundred bucks and their 
services have been "imitation solvers” 
even for us! (А classic case is the ubiqui- 
tous Post-its, We were told that Post-its 
were born because Art Fry, а ЗМ engi 

neer, was irritated at the loose pieces of 
paper he used to mark the songs needed 
for church service that kept on falling 
cout of his hymn book) 

The productivity record of this ques- 
tion for generating new products has 
been outstanding. It is said to have led 
to Akio Morita's invention of the Walk- 
man after he asked the question of au- 
diophiles who were listeners of stereo 
players and cassette tape players. 


What do you hate about napláns? 

‘The development of the sanitary 
napkin Whisper with wings is attribut- 
ed to the answers that consumers of 
no-wings napkin brands gave to the 
PDA question. When Whisper took 
over market leadership, the story says 
Modess regained leadership because it 
developed and launched а napkin that 
features channels and wings. The idea 
for that new napkin came from an- 
swers that Whisper napkin users gave 
when asked the very same PDA ques- 
tion that led to the development of 
Whisper napkin. (Women said they 
were irritated with napkins that 
"leaked" blood from the sides.) 

A creative and extended variant of 
asking the PDA question was also re- 
sponsible for the product concept un- 
derlying the unprecedented market 
entry success of the feminine wash 


brand, pH Care. 

Users of the competitor brand, Lac- 
tacyd, were asked the PDA question. 
‘The insight into feminine wash users’ 
need for a non-drying, non-ichy and 
non-UTI causing wash came out from 
the answers. Then the company's new 
product development scientists were 
asked a PDA extension question: “In 
Lactacyd, what can disappoint, annoy 
and irritate its users if they actually use 
it daily?” The compelling pH Care 
product claim about pH balance came 
out of the laboratory tests and analyses 
addressing the PDA extension ques- 
tion. The lab tests discovered that Lac- 
tacyd had the wrong pH balance. This 
incorrect pH balance was found to be 
the source of the products skin-drying, 
itchiness-producing, and UTI-causing 
incidences. This is what Akio Morita 
meant when he said: “We will apply 
‘our brain power on what consumers . 

want” or can be made to want. 
(That's the essence of being market- 
driving instead of market-driven.) 

То students and clients who are us- 
ing research for product and market op- 
portunity search, we used to say this: “If 
you dont ask the question, you won't 
get the answer” After our research ex- 
perience had shown that is not just a 
matter of asking a question, we've mod- 
ified that advice and now say: “If you 
don't ask the CORRECT question, you 
‘won't get the CORRECT answer" 

So believe in the power of the cor- 
rect question and learn to ask it. Its 
your consumer “insighter” for new 
product ideas and opportunities.

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The investment priorities for 2004

FROM the time the Philippines was dubbed one 
of the emerging “Tiger Economies" (during the 
presidency of Fidel Ramos) of the Southeast 
Азап Region, the Philippine government, 
specifically ће Board of Investments (BOM), has 
been keen on finding ways to pole-vault our 
"tiger-cub" economy into the 21st century. 

"The BOI issued the specific guidelines to im- 
plement the 2004 Investments Priorities Plan 
(PP). The IPP is formulated yearly by the BOI by 
listing several economic activities that 
the BOI deems to be given preference. 
“The list of economic activities, if un- 
dertaken by local and foreign investors, serves as 
а conduit in the continuation of the Philippine's 
‘economic reform programs. The need for the ef- 
ficient implementation of these programs are 
crucial for continuous industrial development, 
ап increase in foreign direct investments, the ac- 
celeration of export sales, and the dispersal of 
economic growth to the countryside and congru- 
ent improvements in specific sectors. 

‘As an incentive for investing in said pre- 
ferred economic activities, the enterprise, af- 
ter registering with the BOY, is usually grant- 
ed an income tax holiday (ITH) for four or six 
years from the start of commercial орега- 
tions, depending on the status of the econom- 
icactivity (pioneer or non-pioneer status) 

Although largely similar to the 2003 IPR the 
2004 IPP has included several innovations par- 
ticularly with sustaining global competitive- 
ness of Philippine industries. The following are 
the salient features of the 2004 IPP: 


Export activities 

Compared to the 2003 IPP which highlight- 
ей export trading and services, the export ac- 
tivities of the 2004 IPP focused on export pro- 
ducers; service exporters; and activities in 
support of exporters. 

A. Export producers. This covers the man- 
facture of non-traditional export products, 
of which, 50 percent of the output must be ex- 
ported if Filipino owned, 70 percent if foreign 
owned. In order to qualify for an ITH, indus- 
trial goods for export should have undergone 
manufacturing, while mineral products 
should have undergone processing. 

However, the production of industrial goods 
including the exportation of recycled materials 
which have undergone simple processing in the 
form of cleaning, sorting, cutting, shredding, 
pulverizing, grinding, crushing, compacting, 
dissolving and filtration will not be granted 
ITH. Similarly, mineral products which have on- 
Ју undergone simple processing such as quany- 
ing, mining, cleaning, sorting and size reduc- 
tion will also not be afforded any ITH. 

B. Service exporters. As for service exporters, 
these shall cover the following activities 

1. Information and communication tech- 
nology (ICT) services; 

2. ICT enabled services; and 

3. ICT support services rendered to inter- 
national clients. 


ICT services 

ICT services include core information tech- 
nology (IT) activities such as IT project man- 
agement, applications systems development, 
applications services providers, Web develop- 
ment and management, database design and 
development, computer networking and data 
‘communications, software development, ICT 
facilities operations management, and com- 
puter graphics animation. 

Software development projects/activities. 
will be eligible (ог BOL registration if the 
produer is for universal or commercial use. 
Those intended for a specified client/user 
(customized programs) will not be included. 


ICT-enabled services 

ICTenabled services refer to businesses that 
can be transformed and delivered through ICT 
infrastructure such as call centers, medical/le 
gal transcription, engineering design, and 
business process outsourcing activities. 

Call centers must have a minimum invest- 
ment of $2,500 per seat in order to be quali- 
fied for ВО! incentives. This amount covers 
the cost of the equipment (hardware and soft- 
ware), office furniture and fixtures, and 
building improvements, but excludes the cost 
ofthe land, building and working capital. 

For call centers using leased equipment, the 
same may be converted to assets in terms of 
prevailing commercial interest rates amortized 
over a five-year period. If the equipment is con- 
signed, the same should have a stated value and 
should be considered part of investment costs. 


ICT support services 

ICT support services cover activities such аз 
research and development of high value-added 
communication technology (CT) products and 
services, ICT educational and training institu- 
tions, incubation centers, and provision of In- 
temet services, community access (limited to 
less developed areas), and electronic gover- 
nance, excluding Internet service providers. 

ICT educational and training institutions 
refer to the establishment and operation of 
training institutions that specialize in devel- 
oping skills using state-of-the-art facilities. To 
be eligible for registration with the BOI, the 
project, specifically the institution's curricu- 
lum, should be endorsed by the Technical Ed- 
ucational and Skills Development Authority 
(Tesda), the Commission on Higher Educa- 
tion (CHEd), or the recognized industry asso- 
ciation in the field of training. The project 
must also provide training laboratories with 
reliable means of Internet access. 

‘Community access facilities include Inter- 
net cafés/kiosks and multipurpose telecom- 
munication centers which provide facilities 
for mass-based use of Internet commerce, 
and should be located in less-developed areas 


in order to avail of the BOT incentives. 

The project should have the following 
qualifications: 

+ Utilizes a network that provides reliabil- 
ity of access; 

° A rollout plan covering various areas of 
the Philippines 

е Support the programs of the Local Gov- 
ernment Units (LGUs) in complying with the 
“Government On-line" project; 

ө Assist educational institutions in pro- 
moting e-commerce and in augmenting the 
lack of sufficient computer facilities. 

In order to be eligible for pioneer status, an 

ICT related project should comply 


TAX-FILES with any of the following criteri 


* The project should utilize 
new or untried technology; 

е The project should introduce a major in- 
novation in software development; and 

е The project cost should be at least $2.5 
million to be put up during the first year of 
operations. 

C. Activities іп support of ex- 
porters—This covers the following services: 

ө Services comprising a portion of the 
manufacturing process; 

е Sub-assembly of parts/components of 
the final export product; 

* Fabrication of parts/components of final 
products wherein the raw materials are pro- 
vided by the direct exporter; 

* Product testing and inspection—these. 
shall cover activities that will verify Philip- 
pine products’ compliance with national and 
international standards (150 certifications); 

е Repair, maintenance and calibration of 
machinery and equipment used by export-ori- 
ented companies—these shall cover activities 
that will ensure the proper operation of ma- 
chinery and equipment and may include the. 
provision of spare parts and sub-assembly 
necessary for the repair. 

Once registered with the BOI, the enter- 
prise must render atleast 50 percent of its ser- 
vices, if Filipino owned, or 70 percent of its 
services, if foreign owned, to exporters regis- 
tered with the BOI, Philippine Economic Zone 
Authority, or other economic zones, 

Specifically, registered enterprises engaged 
in the repair, maintenance and calibration of 
machinery, at least 50 percent if Filipino 
owned, or 70 percent if foreign owned, of the 
income should be generated from the servic- 
ing of export-oriented firms registered with 
the BOI, Philippine Economic Zone Authority, 
or other economic zones. 


Other preferred activities 

The 2004 IPP has included three new activ- 
ities otherwise not found in the 2003 IP 

1. Environmental services—These services 
cover the following: 

а. Establishment of toxic and hazardous 
waste (THW) merchant facilities—These 
fer to an integrated and self-contained facility 
capable of processing a wide range of toxic 
and hazardous waste that involves complete 
treatment, storage and disposal. To qualify 
for registration, the project must use only lo- 
cally generated THWs, In general, a pioneer 
status will be granted ifthe facility costs more 
than $20 million, 

b. Testing/measuring services for industri- 
al/insicutional point sources of emission and 
effluent and other related environmental pa- 
rameters for machinery and equipment ex- 
cluding motor vehicles—To be eligible for BOI 
registration, the application should be en- 
dorsed by the Environmental Monitoring Body 
(EMB) of the Department of Environment and 
National Resources (DENR), and the project 
shall adopt a technology that conforms with 
the international standards for industrial test- 
ing projects as certified by the Department of 
Science and Technology (DOST). Pioneer sta- 
tus may be granted on certain conditions. 

с. Clean development mechanism (СОМ) 
projects—These projects cover activities that 
substantially reduce greenhouse gas emissions 
such as renewable energy, energy efficiency, fi- 
el switching, methane recovery, industrial pro- 
cesses/changes, cogeneration (use of waste 
heat from electric generation), electric and fuel. 
cell vehicles, methane reduction in rice cultiva- 
tion and afforestation and reforestation pro- 
jects. To qualify for ВО! registration, the appli- 
cation should be endorsed by the DENR-EMB or 
the project is included in the positive list of 
CDM eligible projects of DENR-EMB. 

d. River system rehabilitation—This covers 
projects involving the environmental man- 
agement and rehabilitation of Philippine wa- 
terways pursuant to the mandate provided by 
the Pasig River Rehabilitation Commission 
(PRRC) and the Manila Bay Environmental 
Management Program (MBEMP). То qualify 
for BOI registration, an endorsement from 
PRRC or DENR is required. 

2. Packaging —This covers production of 
packaging materials using high technology 
and brand new equipment. "Packaging mate- 
rials,” as defined in the 2004 IPP shall mean 
all products made of any materials to be used 
for the containment, protection, handling, 
delivery or presentation of goods. 

3. Petrochemicals—This involves the man- 
ufacture of petrochemicals derived from 
petroleum raw materials or natural gas. Ac- 
tivities covered include upstream activities 
(manufacture of monomers such as ethylene 
and propylene) and midstream activities 
(chemical conversion of monomers into poly- 
mers such as polyethylene, polystyrene, 
polypropylene, and polyvinyl chloride). 

The Philippine economy is currently at а 
stage where economic reforms have begun to 
make йз impact positively felt through the 
country’s main economic indicators. Although 
reforms are still continuing and more Invest- 
ment enhancing measures are still being pur. 
sued, there are indications that the country 
can fast-track priority economic activities to 
jump-start the economy's development. 
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NO ONE throws a Hallmark card 
away. Especially not when it costs 
a whopping £10. 

Despite the threats posed by 
modern means of communications 
such as e-mail and texting, the 
greeting card business is apparent- 
ly still thriving. So much so that in 
England, greeting card giant Hall- 
mark sells a card with a tag price 
equivalent to roughly P1,040. 

Tan I. Stuart, president of Hall- 
mark Intemational, said the £10 
greeting card is practically a work 
of art. “This card has got a lot of 
additional attachments. It doesn't 
have just four pages. Inside would 
be small, lighter pages; outside, 
wed have little pieces added on 
that's got some depth and usually 
a nice ribbon down the edge. Then 
we'd have little (faux) diamonds, 
snowdrops, a tear or a little heart. 
Tes quite а construction. It comes 
in a box. Its almost a gift. You 
would never ever throw it away. 
You would keep it." 

Stuart, who was in Manila re- 
cently to mark the 30th anniver- 
sary of Hallmark in the Philip- 
pines, also cited musical cards 
with a retail cost of $8 each as best 
sellers in the European market, 
particularly in the Netherlands. 

He described the greeting card 
business as “pretty healthy" He 
said sales growth has been noted 
mostly in Europe and Australasia. 

"In terms of number of cards 
sold everyday, it’s very flat; what 
we're seeing is that people are 
wishing to buy greeting cards ої 
higher value. So as an industry, 
we're trying to put more design 
and content into the cards. 

Hallmark shows in its website 
consolidated net revenues of $4.3 
billion in 2003. (с 
claims to have 
greater than 50 per- 
cent of the greeting 
card market, 

In the Philippines, 

Stuart said it has 
been a good year for 
Hallmark, citing 
Christmas and Valen- 
tine’s Day as two oc- 
casions when greet- 
ing cards tend to en- 
Joy brisk sales. 

He acknowledged, 
however, that the te 
ting phenomenon has 
had some impact on 
the business locally. 

“Young kids in parti 
ular find it quite 
trendy right now to 
send SMS (short mes- 
saging system). The 
question is, whether 
that will be in the 
long term, good or 
bad for the industry. 
Shorter will be 
bad; there's some evi- 
dence long-term will 
be quite good.”

Filstar has been conducting а 
tour of elementary schools fea- 
turing letter-writing sessions for 
students. The company has 
brought the project to 20 schools 
already out of an initial target об 
25 schools. But because of the 
positive response, Filstar is likely 
to commit to another 25 schools 
by the first quarter of 2005, ac- 
cording to Licauco. 

The lessons on letter-writing 
have proven to be an effective ve- 
hicle for promoting the Hallmark

brand, along with that of Bic 
ballpen, which Filstar also 
carries. Products are distribut- 
ed to students for free or are 
given away as prizes for writ- 
ing contests. 

But there is another reason 
for the good feedback to the writ- 
ing sessions—they have supple- 
mented school efforts to combat 
so-called “text spelling. "Ме have 
received a lot of comments from 
teachers saying that spelling has 
eroded among students. ‘Time’ is 
spelled as ‘tym’, ‘Are you is 
spelled as'ru'.

Cecilia R. Licauco, vice presi- 
dent for purchasing of National 
Book Store, said the school tour is 
aimed at instilling an apprecia- 
tion for the written word among 
the projects target group. 

"In the 30 years that Hallmark 
has been in the Philippines, we've 
gone through several ages al- 


ready of greeting card senders. 
We want to ensure the younger 
generation is also exposed to it,” 
she said, 

Licauco Ш added they also 
hope to show young people an al- 
ternative way of greeting loved 
‘ones, particularly on special осса- 
sions. “When you receive а text, 
youare greeted; when you receive 
a card, its beyond greeting. There 
is emotion involved. You know the 
sender took time to pick the de- 
sign that would fit your character 
and the sentiment that would fit 
what he wanted to say. There's 
more ofa personal touch toit.” 

Stuart said 
част the 
younger market 
has meant bring- 
ing added value. 
to a greeting 
card. For in- 
stance, Hall- 
mark has incor- 
porated — gift 
items such as a 
love bracelet 
along with a 
card. “We're 
trying to give 
people things 
they can't get 
from a differ- 
ent category and interest them to 
buy. We're also trying to place our 
products with frequent everyday 
purchases so whatever you buy, 
you get an incentive to buy greet- 
ing cards.” 

The greeting card, being the 
company's product, itself receives 
utmost care and attention. Ac- 
cording to Stuart, Hallmark 
maintains a creative staff of about 
1,400, comprised of writers, orig- 


inal artists and designers. 

Aside from maintaining links 
with fine arts colleges, Hallmark 
also sponsors young designers’ 
wards in the hope of discovering 
fresh talents, 

Hallmark invests heavily in its 
creative staff, for instance sending 
their designers to exposure trips 
where they can get inspiration and 
to “Just be creative," The results are 
later manifested in the designs that 
the staff comes out with. 

He added the various design 
teams also go on creativity immer- 
sions at Hallmark's Kansas head- 
quarters. Writers, on the other 
hand, go through writing exercis- 
es and attend sessions with con- 
sumers who talk to them about life 
experiences—all potential sources 
of greeting material. 

Stuart pointed out that Hall- 
mark also has about half a billion 
pieces of writing on electronic 
file, some written as far back as 
the 1950s. "So a modern day 
writer can visit stuff thats been 
written before and find things 
which are relevant for the day 
and bring them back.” 

Popular designs are also 
brought back, but on the whole, 
Stuart estimated that 50 to 75 
percent of Hallmark cards are 
new every year. 

He said that the much-vaunted 
£10 greeting card has its share of 
buyers, but then there are those 
who still go for the basic. Stuart 
recalled that among the compa- 
nys huge hits is an anniversary 
card from a husband to his wife. 

“It has four simple lines: ‘Loved 
you (неду Love you still/ Always 
hhave/ Always will’ Very power- 
ful,” Stuart said.

In Bibot's cycle, the seasons had nothing to 
do with recession ог inflation, but only with 
the trove of theater material that must be 
staged before an audience. 

‘As Bibot and her kind plodded on season 
after season, we have come to see them as 
immortal, more so when one heard her 
holler and caught her bravado. 

In our pockets of the universe, gods like 
Bibot first struck fear in your heart, then 
awe, until in time, you got bent and molded 
by her into fine talent, if not work of art. 

‘This was what the generations of theater 
artists went through under Bibot. They be- 
came creations of art and Bibot was the cre- 
ator, creations who themselves would create 
others in turn. 

So you see that immortality was no exag- 
geration, 

Bibot didn’t only produce good. theater. 
What many must realize is that Bibot made 
theater part and parcel of the Filipino 
lifestyle, 

‘Through Repertory Philippines, she, with 
dichard theater artists Baby Barredo and 
Joy Virata, got us into the habit of going to 
the theater season after season. Thursday 
маз opening night with media іп atten- 
dance, Fridays and Saturdays were dates at 
the theater, Sundays were matinees for the 
family. 

This, she started doing at а time when 
people said it couldn't be done. 

In the 705, in the Repertory's old home at 
Insular Life Auditorium in Makati, Bibot, Ва- 
by and the Repertory artists staged Broad- 
way plays amid cynicism, if not outright con- 
demnation, that they were "irrelevant" and 
remnants of our “colonial mentality.” 

But their detractors just didn't get it. In Bi- 
bos vision, theater is theater, an audience i 
ап audience, and an artist must be honed 
and polished relentlessly. 

In time, they won converts, and more im- 
portant, they bred batch after batch of the- 
ater talents that would later give the world 
the cast of “Miss Saigon" and "Les Miser- 
ables.” 

I still remember how Bibot chuckled as she 
described their first nights of performance at 
Insular. Their ragtag ensemble had an audi- 
ence of less than five, consisting of rela- 
tives—and Bibor's driver. 


Business strategy 

It was an uphill climb but Bibot and Reper- 
tory had the gumption—and the business 
strategy—to make good that vision. They 
ran Repertory like a business —with а mar- 
keting unit that was in hot pursuit of согро- 
rate sponsors and theater patrons, and an- 
other unit that built the audience base for 
theater seasons, and still another that pro- 
moted the productions in the dailies. 

Of course for the longest time, the artists 
themselves, led by Joy Virata, did these mul- 
ti-tasks: Artists by night, businesswomen by 
day, 

In time, big business was sponsoring 
Repertory and Philippine theater in general, 
people were buying season tickets по the the- 
ater, and most important, theater artists 
were getting paid to perform. This was how 
Bibot professionalized Philippine theater. 

As for us, the audience, she gave us a good 
time in the theater. She didn't turn theater 
into a charity case. She didn’t waste her time 
asking for government subsidy. She and 
Repertory did it on their own. 

‘Through superb performance, artistry, un- 
canny choice of material and quality produc- 
tion, Repertory made you truly enjoy the the- 
ater—one thats worth your evening. 

In recent years, the times must not have been 
thar good for Repertory and theater in general. 
Rep lost its longtime home at Shangri-La Mall 
and now stages its productions at Onstage. The 
traffic and hard commute around Мето Manila 
don't make it easy for the audience to make it to 
the theater regularly There are so many events 
to compete with theater time. 

But I doubt if Bibor would have thrown in 
the towel. Gods don’t give up. 


Soft side 

1 feel privileged to have seen the soft side 
of this martinet. When her house was new, 
she asked us over for lunch. ЈЕ was a day I'd 
never forget, for there | saw Bibot in an en- 
tirely different milieu.

NEW YORK—‘Jeopardy!" whiz Ken Jennings 
finally met his match after a 74-game run in 
which he became the biggest winner in TV 
geme show history with a haul of 
$2,520,700. 

The pop culture icon who made brainiacs 
соо! was beaten by a woman whose own 8- 
year-old daughter asked for his autograph 
when they first met. 

Jennings was tripped up in Final Jeopardy 
by this answer: Most of this firm's 70,000 sea- 
sonal white-collar employees work only four 
months a year. 

The correct reply: “What is H&R Block?” 
But Jennings guessed Federal Express, ending 
his remarkable run on the TV quiz show in 
‘which contestants are given an answer and 
have to come up with the correct response in 
the form оба question. 

"Having an accountant-friend who's nearly 
impossible to reach at tax time paid off big- 
time for his conqueror, California real estate 
agent Nancy Zerg, who ousted the baby-faced 
killer competitor in the episode airing Tues- 
day, 


Where credit’s due 

During his streak that began June 2, Jen- 
nings usually had opponents so thoroughly 
beaten that the Final Jeopardy question was 
‘meaningless to the outcome. 

But Zerg was within striking range at that 
point, with $10,000 to Jennings’ $14,400. 

‘The champion had to think; out of the cor- 
ner of his eye, he noticed Zerg had quickly 
written her reply. 

"I was pretty sure before the music ended 
that was the ballgame," he said in an inter- 
view with The Associated Press. 

Her correct reply gave Zerg $14,001 to Jen- 
nings $8,799. 


Slight pause 
Even before that, she had needed an un- 


usual display of Jennings’ fallibility to stay in 
the game. He twice answered wrong on Daily 
Double questions, which give contestants a 
chance to make big wagers and increase their 
leads. 

Maybe that’s why he paused, ever so slight- 
ly, when asked in the AP interview Tuesday 
whether he had lost or been beaten. He then 
graciously gave Zerg credit. 

“I would have dwelt on it if] missed some- 
thing that I knew or didn't phrase it in the 
form of a question,” said Jennings, a comput- 
er software engineer from Salt Lake City. 

“Ir was a big relief to me that I lost to some- 
one who played a better game than me,” Jen- 
nings added. 


No great sin 

Zerg, a former actress who lives in Ventura, 
California, told the AP that she psyched her- 
self up before the game by repeating to her- 
self: “Someone's got ro beat him sometime, it 
mightas well be me." 

Hanging out backstage with fellow contes- 
tants, she saw some Jennings opponents had 
essentially lost before the game. She heard 
one person say that it looked like he was play- 
ing for second, and another just wishing not 
tobe humiliated. 

“Theard another one say, ‘I's no great sin to 
lose to Ken Jennings,’ and they went in and 
lost to Ken Jennings,” she said. “I thought, 
‘That's no way to play the game." 

Jennings’ streak was made possible last fall 
when the quiz show started its 20th season by 
changing its longtime rule that said a champi- 
оп must leave after five straight wins. Now a 
player stays until losing. 

Jennings average daily haul was 
$34,063.51. He gave more than 2,700 correct 
responses.

He wasn't prepared for how much he'd 
miss the daily competition, though. 

“Ic didn't really hit me that was going to be 
the hard part,” he said. "I thought the hard 
part would be the loss.” 


‘The loss is actually a distant memory and 
notreallya secret: The show was taped in ear- 
ly September and news leaked right away. 
Video clips of his loss appeared Monday on 
the Internet.
